Press Association in London. 


ECONOMIC SECURITY 

“He said two things,” sald Mr. 
Tyermann. “The first was that 
the chief objective was to be found 
tn economic security—a guaran- 
teed standard of Hving for every 
man, woman and child, especially 
for- the child. That is not a new 
aim made by the war. It should 
have been the aim before the war, 
but the point is that we have 
learned a lot about it after the 
war.- 

“Before the war there was 
plenty to eat and drink and 
plenty of clothes, but there 
was no guarantee that every- 
one would be fed and clothed 
sufficiently. ‘In other words, 
there was no rational minimum. 
“Now, in war time, when goods 

are getting scarcer and scarcer you 
have got to economise, and you 
have .to make these goods go 
round equally.” 

PEACE AIM 

Mr. Tyermann said that he did 
not quite agree with the way Mr. 
Morrison had put this idea. Peo- 
ple did not want to have rationing 
in peace time. There might be 
some shortages of labour because 
of the cost of demobilisation and 
because of the need for labour to 
make capital goods and to replace 
worn-out equipment. 

But that would not last long. 
Even after the most strenuous of 
wars, shops and factories would 
have to be busy again turning out 
goods for consumers instead of 
materials for war. 

“My point,, is that we don’t 
need rationing then,” safd 
Mr. Tyermann, “The peace atm 
“here ts plenty. Mir---Morrison 
meant it the sense of making 
sure that everyone had 
enough to live a decent life. 
That word ‘plenty’ is a real key 
to economic peace aims. It 
was the key to what was wrong 
-before-the-war, because ‘it was 
restriction that made it wrong.

China’s Needs In- Medical 
Supplies: Difficulties Of 
Transport Explained 


Hundreds of tons of medical supplies are reaching 
China today, but the country’s needs are so great and 
transportation so ,difficult, that a good deal more help is 
needed and neededi immediately, stated Mr. John Whitney 
Webber, of the American Bureau for Medical Ata to China, 
when interviewed yesterday by the Hongkong Daily Press. 


Mr. Webber came to China 
about 15 months ago and has 
in turn been connected with 
the China Relief Unit, Ameri- 
can National Red Cross, the 
Chinese Industrial Co-opera- 
tives and the Bureau of Medi- 
-eal Aid to China. He is from 
Camden, Maine, and has rFre- 
sided many years in Bgston. 
He is on his way home, ana 
may be returning. 

MOST DIFFICULT JOB 

One of his most difficult jobs 
while out Bast came in September 
and October last year when with 
Mr. Wilym Jenkins he bad trars 
ported over the burder from 
Prench Indo-China Into China a 
large consignment of medical sup 
plies he'd up in the Japanese oc- 
cupation, 

It was necessary first to get 
permission from the French to 
move the goods. This came after 
some delay, the while it was neces ; 
sary for him to travel co-stantly 
between the port of Haiphong and 


(Chinese 


Hanoi, the seat of the French 
Colonia] Government and by train, 
—14 hours travel—to Lackail on! 
the China frontier. 


The bridge across the fron- 
Wer was bown up by the Chi- 
nese on Sept. 10. and the 
Chinese made a very (horough 
job indeed of tearing up the 
railway tracks leadin into 
China. These were pulled up a 
distance of 14 kilometres, and 
the rails were ripped up at the

Almost 
monthly, surrender »r conquest of 
independent countries staggered 
even the ilvely imagination of the 
Arabs, 

Matters, however, could not walt 
in the Near East. The Nazi- 
expected revolt in the desert did 
nol come off, because the Bedouins 
of the Suez Canal urea and else 
where, though fully armed, found 
the cultivation of land tn oases 
more productive than waiting for 
Nazi gold.

We 
were flying pretty high as we ap- 
proached ‘the coast of southern 
Norway and found several gaps in 
the cloudg where the moon was 
breaking through, 


WARSHIPS SPOTTED 


“You could see the surface of 
the sea and as we came near one 
of these gaps we suddenly spotted 
a formation of enemy wetships 
away down under the starboard 
wing. 

“The white wakes trailing he- 
hind them caught our eyes first, 
then we saw the ships—small 
black slim shapes.».They were 
atranged in formation with the 
pocket battleship in the middle 
and five escorting destroyers 
around her. 

“One destroyer was right ahead 
and there were two more deg- 
troyers on each side making a 
pretty effective screen. 

“We dived to a few hundred 
feet above the sea and flew at 
right angles acros the sterns of 
two destroyers bringimg up at the 
rear. That put us on the port 
side of the formation. 

“We made u right- about-tum 
to the starboard and came straight 


“Near midnight we had orders to push off 


jadron. Carrying our torpedo slung 


back on Its beam. There was not 
much time to think about tactics. 
One destroyer was right in our 
way and I had to skid round Its 
Stern ta get a suitable angle to 
drop. 

TORPEDO RELEASED 


“The next secand I put the nose 
of my aircraft round and saw the 
battleship in my sight. I pressed 
the button on the throttle which 
released the torpedo. I made a 
sharp turn to port and opened my 
engines flat out. T was expecting 
@ barrage of flake any moment. 

“As we flew clear from the ship, 
the reat-gunner and wireless opera- 
tor shouted together: “You have 
hit it, There is a gTeat column 
of water going up and dirty white 
smoke.” 

“I flew round in a circle to see 
for myself and sure enough there 
was plenty of smohe una a patch 
of foam on the ship’s track, 
When we were satisfied with the 
result of our attack, we made 4 
signal reporting it. . 

\ TURNED BACK 


“When we got home we heard 
other aircraft had found the 
German force after we had at- 
tacked it. 

“The ships-had stopped by then 
and were trying to hide them- 
selves behind a smoke screen made 
by the destroyers. 

“Still later we learned the 
formation had turned back to the 
Skagerrak and was limping home 
at reduced speed.”
